Mr. Cbapleau moved the second 
reading of the bill to restrict and regu- 
late Cbine8e,,lnimigratiop..Tli9, bill, was 
similar to fcnafc''of'Ua8t'^^year, ' exoept 
that it provided for more perfect re- 
gistration and transferred tbe admin- 
istration of the law to the Departtnent 
of Customs. One other feature, of the 
bill was that it permitted Chinamen

The bill was read a second time.

The first clause was amended to de- 
fine a Chinaman aa the son of a Ohi- 
neae father.

Mr. Mitchell objected to the appoint- 
ment of further offiaials, Hia opinion 
was that the Government was merely 
proposing to appoint an interpreter in 
order to find an ofBce for Mr. Trutcb, 
who, he supposed, had been learning 
. OfaiBfie.<|fie'iimal4j^^ the aggoint-; 
men£. 

Mr Ohaploau said the hon. gentle- 
man might BO e.xtRnd the limited con- 
fidence he gave to the Government as 
to approve of a propoaal which was be- 
fore the House last year, and to which 
^. he gaye,;l>iftjiearlyj assent. (Hear, hear.) 

Air. Mitchell said he did give the 
Government a limited support, but he 
gave it a more generous support than 
deserved. Ho often spoke his mind, 
but frequently froffr inotives of gener- 
oaity be refrained from saying what he 
thought. He had no doubt that tbe° 
proposal was jn favor of Mf. Truich, 
one of tbe pets of the .Premier.

; Mir.^^Afoiander Beggls paper,, on "Canada 
and its national highway," read before the 
Society of Airts, has been pablished in pam- 
Ijbletloxm, being a reprint from the Joui-- 
iinl of tlie iiooiety of Arts. The paper opona 
with im historionl account of the fouutliug 
of tho Dominion of Caimila. The paasago 
of the Briti.slj North Auiei icn act is detailed 
and British Cohuubiii'a assent to entering 
tho contoder:itiou provided the Cnu?d'n.n 
Paoilic rttilwny waa Iniilt within ten years. 
Tho failure of tho goveinmeut to build tho 
road in the time named, its Hubsequent 
completion by a body of energetic oapital- 

■ jstB.^jila'^ve years, of . the time they be- 
gan ihe'wo'rk,a&d-tbe able management (of 
Sir Qeorge Stephen are all dilated on in do- 
tail. Ho adds: "Surely I - am not -H-rong 
in saying that the auocesaful aocompliah- 
mentof tliis vast undertaking is one of the 
greatest, if not thr^ greatest, feat of liuau- 
cial and engincuring skill witnessed in this 
uinoteentb century." ' Ho thou states some 
facts relative to Cauada, reviews some of 
the chief ditllculties met with and overcomo 
in tho couatruotion of tho railway, and up- 
on this bawia .shows the importance at tho 
present time of Canada's national highway, 

.and the imnienBo inlluenco it is likely to 
have in the future, not only on the welfare 
of tho Dominion, but also in assisting to 
inainlain and render indisdolxibls^tba in- 
tegrity of the Sfttish emptrer 

In tile space of ihia ariicle we cannot deal 
with tho mass of facta horo arrayed to 
prove the pretniaes laid down, auffioo it to 
Bay that Mr. Begf; is. as well a moat inde- 
fatigublu atatiatician, at a clear and logical 
writer. His points carry conviction with 
them and show to uo the great future bo- 
fore this Canadu of ours, now united by a 
band of Bteol from ocean to ocean. Some 
facta, liowevor, with regard to British Co- 
lumbia attract our attention. Speaking of 
tho e.'iport cattle trade, he saya: "In 
British Columbia on tho ranchea west of 
the Kociiy mountaina, it is computed that 
tliore aro about 70,000 head of stock, and 
that tlieto ia every likelihood that parti 
ciilar attention will be paid in tliat pro- 
vince to atoek raising, especially as at 
present British Columbia e.xpends about 
£200,000 annually in the importation of 
'animals and their products. Tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company, fully alivu 
to the importanco of thia trade, liave pro- 
vided stock yards at Montreal occupying 
LT) acres of ground, in which there ia a 
granary with a capacity of 400 tons of 
hay, grain, etc., extunsive sheep and hog 
pens, and rerj capacious horse and cattle 
sidings. These stock yards being close to 
the wharves, ocean veaaela can easily load 
from thorn." He speaks at length of tho 
fiaheriea and refers specially to the salmon 
fisheries of thia provinco, whose extent 
may be estimated by the fact that the 
total yield was valued last year at 
£27StI05. 3a.' lOd;-. We shipped 12,000 
cases "''alone for London by the 
all sea route in one week 
last season. He makes reference 
too, to. our sturgeon, the largest captured 

' last year, weighing over SOOlbs., butadda 
that they' had previously been caught 
weighing as much as 1,400 lbs. 

Coming to tlio mineral resources of the 
Dominion ho speaks as follows of this 
province: 

"111 British Columbia, coal mining ia at 
present nest in importance to that of 
gold, and^ in rthe near future, it will 
probably proVei to be more important. 
The depoaita aro very widely spread, both 
on tho mainland and in the islands, the 
coal of Nanaimo, on Vancouver Island, 
being so far the beat that has beon found 
on the western coast of America. All 
authorities agree as to the extent and 
Talueof the coal beds of British Colum- 
bia. Mr." Selwyn, the head of tho geo- 
logical survey, mentions, besides the coal 
bads of Queen Ctiarlotte's Islands — some 
of them anthracite, and tho only anthra- 
cite coal yet discovered on the Pacific 
coast— the JS.-xnaimo mines, a bod in the 
vioiuitry of, Barclay Sound, on the west 
ooast of Yaneourer, and beds- near New 
Westminster, and in the neighborhood of 
tho Nicola Valley, on the mainland, as 
well as several other places, The im- 
portance— from an imperial point of 
view — of tho Canadian coaling stations 
on the Atlantic and Pacific is fully recog- 
nised by the imperial naval authoritieii." 

Our gold mines come ia for passing 
notioo, the Great Bend of the Oplumbia 
receiving favorable mention. Over forty 
veins of gold-bearing quartz having, ac- 
cording to him, been rogistorodi all of 
tbem within a radius of three miles'. 
Much valuable statistical information ia 
given as tu our total exports and imports, 
our iiiduetrics, railway and aavings bank 
syateniB, and condition and number of 
the red mon, all of which he finds in a 
moat Balisfautory condition. The olimalo, 
physical features and beauties of Canada 
are treated of at great length, our pro- 
vince receiving the following mention: 

"The province ia undoubtedly attract- 
ing much attention at tho present time in 
this country, now that the long-looked 
for through railway cbmraunication over 
tho mountain ia opened up with other 
parts of Canada. British Columbia has 
nut only a delightful climate, but also in 
many parts a rich and fertilo soil. It 
poaaesaeB ijreat mineral wealth and ia 
rich in timbor, The scenery on the 
British Columbia side of the mountains 
cannot be excelled, and undoubtedly it 
will be in the future a favorite rosort for 
tourists and sportsmen. Its salmon fish- 
eries, both inland and on the coast, are 
well known to bo most valnablo, and in 
addition trout and other kinds of fiah arc 
plentiful in tho streams. Of largo game 
there is bear, cariboo, elk, and deer, and 
of tho smaller game wild geeie, grouse, 
snipe, and other kinds. British' Colum- 
bia ia tho largoat, although at present tho 
leant settled, of tho seven confederated 
provinces. Now thai it ia linked to tho 
rest of tho Dominion, no one can say ho^f 
soon it may not enter upon such a course 
of proBperity as to , make it one of the 
leading provinces of OanadaV,' There aro 
already several indications that, as soon 
a.s the railway is open for traffic to the 
city 'A Vancouver, thevo will bo a very 
conaidorable flow of enrigjatioii to British 
Columbia, «o that , we/ may expect to see 
within a very.shott tiiiafa rapid develop- 
ment' of iU niimerbua resburoes," 

The resources and capabilities of the Do- 
minion having been fully treated of, as well 
as tho country through which Canada's na- 
tional highwny passes, a short review is 
given of Ibo diflicultios euoonntered and 
overcomo iu tho construction of the rail- 
w.iy, with all of whicli tho great body of our 
readora are familiar. He lookc upon the 
completion of tho Canadian Pacific railv.'.ay 
as the welding of the last link iu tho chain 
of confederation iu British North America, 
and fears that without thot liu'lt the ele- 
^nonts of disunion would have developed. 



This would be especially the fact as far aH 
the northwest territories and British Col- 
■umbia are concerned, since without railway 
oommnnicatiou between the eastern and 
western provinces of the DpmiuiQu, the 
latter would occupy so isolated' a position 
as could not last long without danger of a 
disruption of the empire. The Canadian 
Faci&o railway has cem~ented aud^'slrength- 
oned the union, and will be the means of 
opening up the fertile west country and 
developing her untold rosourceB. The 
paper closes with somo reflections on "the 
shortest route" question and Mr. Lawrence 
ia quoted as follows: 

"On the receipt of a telegraphic order 
from the home government, the 2000 or 
1500 soldiers stationed at Halifax could 
immediately proceed by railway across 
tho continent. They would roach the 
Pacilic — at the new city of Vancouver, on 
Burrard Inlet, in five days; and mean- 
while their places at Ualifax could be 
supplied by Canadian militia till a now 
garrison arrived from England. They 
could bo conveyed from A''uncouv6r by 
sea to Calcutta iu 33 or 3<1 days, stopping 
on tho way to pick up reinforcements 
from tho imperial garriaona stationed 
there. Thus a force of 3000 to 4000 mon 
could be thrown into India in about 38 or 
3S days from the time when tho order to 
start reached the officer in command at 
Halifax. Now it takes just 38 days to 
make tho voyage from England to Cal- 
cutta I'ui Gibraltar and tho Suez canal. 
Thus wo see that, as regards time, tho 
two routes aro in very much the aauio 
position; whernaa tho route by tlio 
Canadian railway has this groat advan- 
tage — that thejand portion ' of : it p&ssos 
entirely through 'British territory. As 
long as we kaop command of tho sea, it is 
perf'ictly safe from end to end I'lio 
canal may at any timo be bh)cke(l by acci- 
dent or design, but it is impoesiblo to 
throw a barrier across the open ocean." 

After the reading of-the paper a rote of 
thanks .vros passed to MhiBegg and a dis- 
cussion 'followed, 4Sir'^£)harles Tuppor in 
tho ohuir. Many interesting points 
were brought out ia- the diacuaaiun, 
our High Commissioner delivering 
as usual a most able address, and Mr. H. 
0. Beeton, ugant-goneral of British Col- 
umbia, closing the discussion. He referred 
to the rapid progress made in this prov- 
ince in recent years, and briefly traced 
the history of British Columbia. "'I'hia 
year," said he, "British Columbia will be 
within a fortnight of England, and, after 
long weary waitini;, will be really launch- 
ed on her career. Looking at hor geo- 
graphical position in the North Pacific, 
nnd her resources, in '.coal, timber, miner- 
als and lish, she seems destined to becomo 
an iniportunt inanufaGtiiring and cnmnier- 
cial country, tradinj; with China, .lapiui, 
and Australia." The resources and capa- 
bilities of our fair province are now in a 
fair way of being known. The utterances 
of such men as Sir Charles Tupper, Lord 
Lome and Mr. Alexander Begg are~of in- 
estimable benefit, and cannot but result 
in great good, uo.t only to our own prov- 
inoe,<biit to the^whole Pomiaion.. , ^ 



'S'lie Chinese Assault Case. 

Mav 19th, 1880. 
To TUK Editor: — I noticed a paragraph 
in the colunuia of your valuablo paper of 
l4tli inat. signed Eli LaCLiir. ' He said, 
"I stood my trial in Nc vember last, and 
was found 'not guilty' by a jury. Sub- 
i aequently, owing to some observations of 
the chief justice, Mr. Willis Bond, one of 
the jurymon, stated he waa unable to 
stultify hia conscience and the judge re- 
corded no verdict, and the other olevt ri 
jury refused to change their verdict." 
Thia is not true. Thos. Higgins, another 
juryman, was of the sam^- opinioa as my- 
self, viz., that the verdict should be 
"guilty of common assault," and request- 
ed me to make that statement at the time. 
How any man of common sense could be- 
lieve tho jury to bo unanimous when they 
know we left our souts at four o'clock and 
came into court at ten o'clock p. m. with 
no verdict, and in answer to hia lordship, 
"If we were loskod up for one month 
don't believe we could agree," waa the 
prompt reply of our .'orenian. Query? 
How do you account for tne change in so 
short a time — twenty minutes to twelve ? 
Answer— There was but one count in the 
indictment — with intent to do grjevous 
bodily barm. It is true a majority of the 
jury favored the plain verdict of "not 
guilty," to whioli I and Mr. Hig^^ins 
rofuaod assent, and prayed that the 
court might bo informed that we wore not 
likely to agree. In the meantime, how- 
ever. I proposed to amend tho verdict by 
adding tho words "as indicted," whioh was 
agreed to. I was of the opinion then, 
and think ao still, that had the verdict 
gone in as amended, it would not have 
been impeached and the prisoner dis- 
charged. Be that as it may, there is one 
thing certain, it would have raised a point 
of law as to the right of the jury to in- 
corporate a count in their verdict not in- 
cluded in the indictment — the words "som- 
mon assault" — of which to say tho least, 
I believed the priooner to be guilty, and 
look with oontompt on those brawling 
boobies who howl themselves hoarse iu 
the vain hope of hiding their guilt behind 
tho righteous convictions of a juryman, 
publicly expressed — Willis Bond, not- 
withstanding. As to the observations of 
the chief justice they were perfectly true 
when applied to me; '^nd \v. thu best in- 
terests of this province, I believe.

Sir John Macdonald opposed the motion, 
deprecating any change in the constitu- 
tion. Aftor a long discussion the amend- 
ment was defeatiid— 57 to 89.

CABLE NEWS. 



'V^—.- ENGLAND. 
LoNDON,.Msiy;SJ0.— The house of com- 
mons this evenibg, after a heated debate, 
rejected by a^vbte 6f^ 310 to 169 thjljOun- 
dalk gas bill. The bill iiioreaaed the 
powers of a private gas company, 
whereas the municipal authorities wfsh to 
take the task of lighting the town into 
their own hands in order to be as econom- 
ical as possible. In the course of the de- 
bate Mr. Sexton said that Irish private 
business ought to be suinended until the 
home rule question had been settled, and 
that, at any rate, tho bill under considera- 
tion ought to be dealt with by a com- 
mittee of Irishmen instead of English- 
men. 

Lord John Manners, conservative, said 
that the debate showed the temper with 
which businsss would bo conducted in an 
Irish parliament. 

Mr. Dillon retorted that the Irish par- 
liament would at least be composed of 
members who knew whoro Dundalk is 
situated. 

The announceraent of the result was 
received with loud cheers by the Irish 
members. 

Mr. John Morley, chief secretary for 
Ireland, moved the aeooud reading of tho 
Arms Act. He explained that the act 
was intended to restrict the possession, 
carrying, and importing of arms. Nobody 
in a proclaimed district could carry arms 
without license. 

After somo debate the Arms Act ptiised 
a second reading by a vote of 303 to 89. 

Later advices from Cape Coast Oastlo, 
West Africa, say that the forty-fivo traders 
murdered by Becquohs were natives be- 
longing to tho Gamin tribe, and not 
Germans, as at first reported. Natives 
in Kiver Tanna diatript, East Africa, have 
murdered Missionary Houghton'ahd his 
wife, near Lamoo. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 

CBINA AND JAPAN. 
'S.1.S' Fk.\ncibco, May 20. — Tho steamer 
Rrtu L'ablo nrrivod with Honkoug dates, to 
.\pril2 lth and Yokohoiua to May 5tli. 

News wuH received at Tientsin on April 
7th that onu of the imperial palaces about 
forty miles from Peking, on tlio imperial 
route to the Eastern Tombs had lieeu des- 
troyed by fire. The palace . was built in 
ICDO and oo.it over two million of dollai s. 

During April over 13,000 cases of small- 
pox ooonrred in Japan. More than 3,(100 
resulted fatally. 

Paymaster 'WatkiuB of the U. S. stoam- 
»hlp Oflsipee, while the vessel was at Yoko- 
hama, disappea.ed. Charges of malfeaa 
ance were pending against,, him. Admiral 
Davids otVercd a ir6ward of' $1,C00 for.hlft 
capture. 

EASTERN STATES, ■ 
Washington, D. C, May 20. — Con- 
grosaman Bouttelle called at the state de- 
partment thid morning with a' private 
telegram rocoivod by him, reporting the 
refusal by tho cuatoms authorities at Dig- 
by, N. S., to allow the American schooners 
Jennie and Julia to buy herring for iiny 
purpose whatever. Mr. Bouttelle was 
told that the doparlniont had not yet re- 
ceived any oflicial information of this 
matter, but would make immediate in- 
quiry. The'session of the cabinet to-day, 
which WW. lomewhat longer than usual, 
was mainly devoted to the consideration 
of tho Canadian Gsheriea trouble. Action 
was postponed, it is understood, in order 
to await a report of more definite and 
detailed information from Consul General 
Phelaii, at Halifax, iu regard to tho 
seisure of American ' vesaels Adama and 
Doughty. 

YESTERDAY'SJISPATGHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New Yokk, May 20. — The court of 
Oyer and Terminer was filled this morn- 
ing with spectators. Judge Barrett pro- 
nounced the sentence upon Aid. Jaebne, 
convicted of bribery in connection with 
the Broadway railway franchiae. Jaehne 
was ia attendance, guarded by the sheriff. 
His face was pale and his oyei had a weary 
look. After tho judge had taken his seat 
the district attorney moved'for sontonoa 
to bo passed on tiie prisoner. General 
Pryor, one of Jaehne'a counsel, made mo- 
tion for the arrest of judgment upon the 
following grounds: First, that the indict- 
ment was insufficient in substance; sec- 
ond, that the count in the indictment 
upon whioh tho verdict was returned was 
insufficient to sustain the verdict, and 
third, bocauae in law there can be no 
judgment upon an indictment and verdict. 
The counsel moved for a new trial upon 
two grounds: First, misdirection of the 
jury in matters of law, and because tho 
verdict waa contrary to law and against 
the evidence. Tho motions wore both de- 
nied. Counsel then took exception to the 
denial of each motion. Jaehne then stood 
up for sentence, and in reply to the ques- 
tions of the olerk gave bis age as 36 years, 
and residence as 43 Vandal street. He 
said also that he had carried on a jewelry 
trade. He was asked what ho had to say 
why judgment should not be pronounced 
against him according to law. He made 
uo reply, but kept hia eyes fixed upon tho 
rail in front of him. Judge Barrett theu 
sentenced him to nine years and ten 
months in the state prison. The judge 
said it was sad to see a man with so many 
advantages, in the position which he now 
wn«, but the saddest thing of all about your 
ease ia tho doubt wliich pervaded many 
good and bouest minds of you: conviction. 
There was uo doubt of your g:nlt. It waa 
universally conceded when e-.idence Wiiii in, 
that the case against you was clear, con- 
vincing and overwhelming. Tho first doubt 
Boenis to have arisen from a lack of faith in 
the efficiency of our jury system, the neul 
of our public prosecutor, and the eflloienoy 
of our police. These doubts will be dis- 
pelled by your conviction. It teaches an 
important lossou. Tho majority of our 
people in public Life have not their price. 
Let me again say at this point that your of- 
fcuco was . not technical bribery, but stu- 
pendous bribery for the furtherance of a 
stupendous transaction. Have people ia 
this city ceased to remember the fate of 
Tweed, of Genet, of Orow'ley, of Fisk and 
of Ward. People are not all honey-combed 
with corruption. According to the testi- 
mony in your case, the only two honest 
men on the board were sneered at by you 
as dudes. Our worthy Sherifl" Grant re- 
fused tho nrofforod bribe, and it is entirely 
immaterioi, as was suggested, whether they 
expected to reward Grant by running him for 
mayor and O'Connor for governor. The 
Judge then passed sentence upon the pris- 
oi.er of nine years and ten months . in the 
penvt^ntisry. 

NkwYobk, May 20.— There is a. feeling

The Valioitv of certain Provincial 
Grants to be Determined in tmi B. 
C. Courts by a JuaceoFTHKSaPRiiNK 

Court of Canada. 

For some time past suits have beon peud- 
iug in the exchoipior court of Canada 
against A. Farv.'ell, G. B. Martin, M. P. P., 
G. B. "Wright, C. Perry and D. M. Eb- 
erts. upon information filed by tho attor- 
tioy-gunerul for tho Dominion of Canado, 
charging them with being trespassois upon 
Dominion lands within (he railwi^ belt, al- 
leging that such cannot be- dealt with by 
the : provincial government. It ia under 
grants issued by the provineinl government 
that the defendants claim their titles. 
These grants for land now within the main- 
land railway belt were issued before the lo- 
cation of tho liue had been made, and upon 
thia fact tho dofouce will rest. The cases 
form, of couvsi), practically a test question 
as to the rights of tlia province iu regard to 
denliuK with thesf lands up to the time im- 
mediately previous to the definite selection 
of the exact route of the C. P. R. through 
British Columbia. An application made 
by Mr. Theo. Davie to the supreme court 
at Ottawa has resulted in an order being 
made for the trial of the oauses iu the Bri- 
tish Columbia courts on the 1st September 
next, by n judge of tho supionio court of 
Canada, who, with couuHel repreaoutiug 
the Dominion, will come hero for that pur- 
pose.

RELICS OF AN ATTEIUP'TED 

Which Have JLaiu Undisturbed 
Tor Over -.Eleven ' Yearsi ? ^: 

By the sohoouor Favorite, just arrived 
from the west coast of the island, thore ar- 
rived Father Brabant, who took pnasage at 
Hesquiat. He brings with him j.the rusted 
barrel and lock of an old musket from 
which — though the stock ia gone — a portiou 
of the woodwork still depends — tliough rot- 
ton from exposure and crumbling to the 
touch. Also the rusted blade ami part of 
the handle of a Freifch poni:itd, neatly iu-^ 
laid in a block of wood moulded for tho' 
purpose. .'.u i . 

- THE WEAPONS,- ~- 

or rntbor tho rGmnanta of thorn, form rolica 
of thrilling import io the father, aa tho in- 
scription on tho wood encaaiug thn poniard 
will show. It is as follows; 

"Hecovered, April 29, 1880, by the Rov. 
Father Brabant and T. McDonald. The 
knife was destined to be uBod by Matlahaw 
to out the priest's throat after shooting 
him down. It was found amongst tho In- 
dian's remains, and was put up in its pro.s- 
ent state as a scuvcuir by Thomas McDon- 
ald, of Gape Breton, N. S." - " 

The attempt on Father Brabant|8 life to 
which allusion is madvoccurred ' so far 
back as 187-1, and as the details, nro no 
doubt unknown to mauy of our readers, 
the following partionlnr.s as related by 
Father Brabant, may i)rovo not uninterest- 
ing. ' :. - 
:mati,ahaw. 

"In 187-1," Haiti the father, "I went to 
reside amongst tho Hbsqniat tribe of In- 
dians, Uving on Hesquiat Sound, on the 
west coast of this islaud. In the fall of the 
year the Indians had the misfortune to con- 
tract sickness — small pox; which, as you 
are doubtlesH awaro, is a disease fatal to 
them, eapecialiy, iiud one of 'whioh, more- 
over, thny are mortally afraid. ' The chief 
of the tribe wan a young miiii named Alatla- 
liaw, only some Iwenty-iwo years of age. 
aud the father of a litt o boy then only two 
yours olJ, Ouo day, Mullnhnw ciimo to me 
aud asked leave to put up a - little 
Bhauty behind my house, out of the wind, 
which I gave him permission to do. ..The 
weather was bad and I allowed hiuk tu 
sleep in a room attached to my house. 
Early one morning he came and

(a double ■bar"feled'"'1ftuzzle loader). I 
handed it to him, at the same time telling 
him that it was not loaded. Shortly after 
an Indian came to me and told me that 
the chief , was siok, and jbhat

UANas. 

Accordingly, I went to Matlnbaw'a shanty 
aud fovnd him crouQjiing^ia front .of the 
fireplace, which was t,d the immediate left 
of the doorway. As I stood' upon the 
threshold I saw my gun leaning againtt 
the aide of tho hut, behind tlio chief, and 
by ita aide a long muaket that belonged to 
him. 'What is tlie matter {' I asked. He 
said 'I want to die.' I answered that I 
would give, him apme medicine and that 
he would''get' all-'righf; b'ut,^in a melan- 
choly tone and a shake of tho head, ho re- 
peated, as he ga^^ed into the Gre, 
" I WAST TO niK I" 

I asked him to give me back my gun, if 
he had finished. With a atrantjo expres- 
sion of nervousnesa on hia face, although 
smiling, he reached behind him, and with- 
out riaing drew the gun towards himself 
and me, .in whoao directiou tho barrels 
wore pointing. Seeing' that both looka 
were at full cock, I inatiuotively put up 
my hand, when, 

AT THE SAME I^f8TA^^T THKKK WAS A REPORT 

and one barrel waa diaoh'arted — the con- 
tents nearly shattering my right hand and 
wriat. Even then I thought the explosion 
accidental, oud saying, ."See what you 
have dona,' ran tu u stream close by to 
try andatanch the blood. ..While endeavor- 
ing to stofj -j^the flow, I beaird.a noise, and 
looking over my shoulder I Jaw " 

MATI.AHAW ON THE RISK ABOVE, 

in the act of tiring the remaining ^barrel 
at me. He was but a fsw yards 'distant, 
and nearlythewholecharge lodged between 
my shoulders. At onob seeing'hliB murder- 
ous intent, with an effort I managed 
to riae and stagger to the camp where I 
was able to inform them that I had been 
shot by their chief. Thoy ran to his hut, 
but he WH9 not thera. I told thorn not 
to kill him, for that had been their inten- 
tion. Thep separated to different points 
of the surrounding country; but could 
discover no trace of hitn. About a week

Ireland and aro so terrified by tlinso who 
ought to guide and not to intimidate us, 
that I venture to hope ynn will allow nio, 
who am of Irish blood, who have long 
been engaged in Irish political affairs, and 
who have actually lived in the moat back- 
ward part of Ireland for the' last 24' years 
and have given much employment there, 
to any a few words to endeavor to culm 
the public mind and tu prevent our rush- 
ing in a panic to the adoption of remedies 
which will riiin this cotintry and Ireland 
too. ■■ 

If once we adopt the policy of expelling' 
the Irish niembera from St. Stephen's, 
and of expelling or buying out tho Irish 
landlorda because we can trust the Protes- 
tants and owners of land to tho morcica of 
the now Iriah government, we shall per - 
petrate deeds of inconceivable folly and 
.thall [)rcpare for Great Britain troubles 
previously undreamt.-.of.'.-^It Would in 
many ways be agreeable to nio to sell luy 
agricultural tenancies to the British peo- 
ple aud to retain the profitable grazing 
lands in my own hands, but no advantage 
of thia kind ou(;_ht to^lweigh.in'the balance 
against the'dioraiearof .eoatcience' and ' of 
duty. 

Tho truth ought to be spoken, and the 
truth every impartial mind must acknowl- 
edge to be that tho marvellous change of 
front which i\[r, Gladstone has executed 
has proceeded from his overmastering de- 
sire to restore the working of the parlia- 
mentary machine by removing from it the 
Irish members, whom, in hia heart, ho 
hatea and despises. They, on their part, 
iire perfectly willing to go, because they 
know full well that to pay an annual 
tribute to Qroat Britain of upwards of 
throe millions without having the slight- 
est voice in its expenditure will provide 
them with a real grievance of overwhelm- 
ing cogoncy, instead of sham grievances 
such as they have now.

part they will raise their parmrii&nUury 
(tandard, this time with a local habitation 
and a name, and beckon Irish soldiers in 
our roglinents to rally round tho cause of 
country and religion, and strive, in their 
own words, "to make Ireland a nation 
once again." Karl Blind, the veteran

perial affairs, v.'hich are immeasurably 
l^ore impoftunt than local affiirs. Mr. 
PnfneU cannot bind Ireland in the future 
to such a degrading vasanlage, which, 
whon the time for action qonioa, he and 
his aabflciates will be tho first to repu- 
diate. Do we forget their plea that leases 
of land ought to bo brcVen because tho 
contracting parties wurg on unequal terms 
at)d the weaker party compelled to accept 
inequitable provisioasl . . If such reason- 
ing applies to individuiils', how much more' 
powerfully will it do duty in the affaire of 
a nation i 

An informal rumof \^aA bocn spread 
abroad, uot yet pi^hlioly endorsed by Mr, 
OladatoQe, that, recogniaing the force of 
pi)hlicopinion against taxation without 
ropraaentation, he will not allow a con- 
tingent of Irish mombera, cay foyty-five 
in number, to aoj^a to St. atophon'a and 
tal^Q part in Imperial affairs, .'iuch a 
SQliition would only add a fresh griovanoo 
to our troubles. Xi^ what we will, repent 
as we may, we cannot escape the conse- 
quences of our own action. Twelve 
jQonlhs ago we gave !|^reland the same low 
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franchise as ouraolves, and we maintained 
the full number of its roprQaoiitatioii , and 
from that bargain there is no escape. All 
this sounds very dreadful, but it is not so 
in the eyes of many who hare a practical 
knowledge of the country, 

I repeat now what Mr. Tuke and many 
of us have said in Vain for so many years. 
The crux of the Irish que'stion is the 
miserable condition of the tonanta of 
about 200,000 small holdings, very many 
of whom depend on the goodness of trade 
in England for the wages which will en- 
able them to keep their families alive. In 
these districta. the. land is sattirated with 
water, there are no railroads and no means 
of bringing produce to market, and when- 
ever tho potatoes fail there ia itarvation, 
which condition even in good times ia 
tempered only by chronic hunger. At 
thia moment, aa at this time during the 
last three or four years, we are sending 
the hat round- to oollect funds to relieve 
thia bitter destitution, and we make no 
persiatent pfl'ort to got rid of it. The ad- 
ministrator of a famous province in India 
would find tho problem easy of solution; 
and in 1880, when the liberal party came 
into power, I ventured to ahow to Mr, 
Gladstone, in a detailed memorandum, 
liow it could be done — partly by emigra- 
tion, partly by reclamation and drainugo, 
and partly by conaolidation of holdings. 

Even now it is not too lato. l^ut soma 
hope into the lieart of these people, and 
the leverage which the agitators have 
poaaesaed themselves of to forward their 
deaigns will at once fail them. I ropeat 
now once more that in the rest of Ireland 
the farmers are i>etter off than thoy are 
in England, .Scotland, or Wales, and that 
the landlords' rents are lower than in any 
othor country in Europe; while, depressed 
aa agriculture is, the price of Stock: of 
Irish farm produce' is higher ndw'than it 
was thirty years ago; 

- Then we are told that if we do not yield 

to Mr. Parnoll wo must enter ou a period 
of uurelouliiig coercion, 'flii;; i.s auHolnte- 
ly untrue, and I beJieve there is not a 
Hingle experienced adininiHtrator in Irelauil 
■who •will not tell yon that if you iiitru.st to 
two stipendiary magistrates sitting together 
in petty seH.aions the according of moderate 
sentences of imprisoumont, uot cxceeiliug 
six mouths in caaea of boycotting aud in- 
timidation, crime aud outrage will cease as 
if by magic. With this I would gat rid en- 
tirely of the honorary magistraoy, because, 
being for the moat , part protestnutH, the) 
give rise to irritation, and m cases of crime 
I would make the districts pay for extra 
IJolice .ind in sorao instances compeuKatiou 
to individuals. As for change of veuuo in 
trials, that migh", be done in Ireland by the 
flat of the iitto.'iii'y-gpneral, aa it has long 
beeu .ioue. in Scotland by the authority of 
the Lord .\dvocnte, but I «iu not sure that 
oven thia change is indispensable. Uuless 
the enforcement of f ho ordinary law in eo- 
oroion, I should like to know what co- 
ercion there would be iu such measuies as 
theae. 

It remains to say a word about the laud 
purchase bill. The moat powerful laud ag- 
itator is Mr. Davitt, who is directly op- 
posed to any individual owuershii) of land, 
aud bo must bo shortsighted iiidood who 
docs not see that the mouieut you buy out 
the present race of landlords, many of them 
eulturnd persons aud centres of civilization, 
and substitute for them the present race of 
tenants, thore will be a renewed agitation 
on behalf of tho laborers and of those who 
are not now tenants to corry out the prin- 
ciples of Mr. George and to make the state 
the one universal landlord, 

A fresh no-rent manifesto will be isaued, 
aud, notwithstanding Mr. Gladatouo's el- 
aborate precantioiiH and tho presonee in Ire- 
land of tho "Imperial Receivoi-Oenernl," 
the Briti.sh taxpayer wili bo oalled ni)oii to 
provide the interest ou the millions ho has 
generously advanced. At this very moment, 
as tho [jublic ought to know, any Irish ten- 
ant can buy his hoUliug under the uot of 
last session, and tha exchequer will ad- 
vance every penny of the money at a rata 
of interest so low as to materially reduce 
his present rent. As I write these words I 
can hardly believe it, yet it is true, that out 
of a sum of five milliouH allotted for the 
purpose only a few hundred thousaud 
pounds have been applied for, because Mr. 
Parnell and the Nutioniil League eay "No, 
continue to agitati!," Ou Friday last Mr. 
nealy inveighed bitterly against the Lon- 
don nomimnies who take land iu Ireliiiid; 
but will he deny that the Sf.ltorn' ('ompany 
has agreed to sell the holding.s to their ten- 
ants ut a very low rate for money which the 
state will advance without calling ou the 
tenants for a pesQy, and that the agree- 
ments were and are actnally signed, bnt the 
transaotion' has been Rtoppod nnd forbid- 
den by the men to whom the government 
wish UK to .yield up the livoB luul luopertieK 
of the long tried Catholic and protoalnnl 
loynlisis of Ireland?

A too Thill Defence by 
- . HIS Slayer. 

St'Louis, May 18- -TtiP' Post Dl/- 
patch prints a statement made by H. 

Brooks, alias Maxwell, now on tri- 
al for thf! murder of C. Arthur Preller, 
which will cotiHtitute his only dafense 
and which will be urged by bis attor- 
nejR in the trial. In a word be will 
confess to the killing of Preller by ac- 
ciddut while acting as his physician, 
and that being c.-vci ted and frightened 
hu concealed, instead of making known 
the facts of thd deatli. He declares 
thai ho has always wanted to toll tht; 
facts and only refrained by the advice 
of his attorneys. Following is Brooks' 
statement: 

"Mr.' 'Preller was sullering from a 
disease for which 1 had previously j>re- 
Hcribuii, mixing the medicines myself 
from bottles in a medicine chest 1- car- 
ried with nie, But liis ailment had 
reached a stage when it was necessary 
for me to make certain invealigatioiis. 
I was obliged to uaei a catheter, and 
in using a catheter when the parts 
wen^ inthimed, I bad previously appli- 
ed uliloroform in order to produce a con- 
dition of nnrcotisai. J exjilained il'.e pro- 
cess to Preller. and told him what 1 
should have to.tlo. Ho was not only 
williiig, but was very anxious for me 
to treat him in this niacuier. 

Ih-ooks then tells of the purchase of 
tiie { liloroforni wliieii was spilled in the 
sink on Sunday afternoon, while he 
WEB washing the iiiatruiuents prepara- 
tory to the operation] . of his going to 
Purnow's drug store and buying more, 
denying incidentally the statements 
he there showed evidences of hurry 
and excitement, and conLinues, "about 
i) p, ni. we began the operation. I ad- 
ininifitered tlie chloroform in the usual 
way, holding a saturated cloth to the 
nose. jSIr. Preller passed through the 
first sta^e all right. lb took several 
moments. I don't know exactly how 
long. Then he entered the second 
stage. And here the terrible result 
came I discovered too late thai, be was 
dying. Imagine my horror when this 
fact dawned on me. I was wild with 
fright, bub. bad presence of mind 
enough to cut the shirb; and under 
shirt from the body. Pelting a wet 
towel I beat him around tlie neck and 
shoulders for half an hour or more. I 
did hot give up until I was ready to 
drop from exhaustion, and my efforts 
• were^nob; relaxed until he. had been 
de8di'*^me';'tin)e. All- the " clotlies be 
had on at that tiroe were bia shirt and 
under shirt. He had stripped for the 
operalion. What did I do when I saw 
ray friend was dead? What could I dol 
I didn't know wliat to do, except to 
drink, and I drank freely. I drank 
every thing 1 could get, wine, whisky, 
everything, What were my • though ts^ 
I had not any. All that I remetnber 
was that T drew on a pair of drawers, 
the first th:tt f(dl into my hands, and 
put the body into a trunk, from which 
I had removed everything. What was 
done besides this, I have no rf collec- 
tion of. Liquor' and consternation had 
- possession of mo, and I Irnow only that 
my feelings were those of uttermost 
terror. I remained in my room that 
night-"tho same room in which the re- 
mains wero- -and it would be a lio for 
mo to say I slept, for I did not, and I 
was glad when morning came. What 1 
did after leaving my room you know, 
for it has been pritited. 

He said (he supposed that the post 
mortem when the body was found 
would disclose the nature of the oper- 
ation and the caiiBC of death. Accord 
ing to his own story, the cutting off of 
Preller's moustache, the inscription 
ab7uti a "traitor" found in the trunk, 
and all the other r[ueer incidents con- 
nected with the tragedy are to be at- 
tributed to his liquor and fear crazed 
condition after the fatality.
